Flying Club; D. F. McTavish 

Addressed Monday’s Meeting. 

On Monday evening in the Grand 
Union, D. Franz McTavish, pro 
prietor of the Chinook Flying Serv¬ 
ice, Calgary, addressed a meeting 
of persons interested in organizing 
a Flying ©Mrtn <W» n« i i i -*■ M- 
lan jr. was chairman. 

Mr. McTavish did not give any 
flowery speech, but kept his re¬ 
marks on down-to-earth facts. He 
told his listeners it would cost them 
approximately $150 each to learn 
to fly.

NATIONALISTS ASK BRITAIN 
FOR RETURN OF HONG KONG 
TO GOVERNMENT OF CHINA 






HONG KONG. — Chinese - British . 
tension was on the rise as Chinese 
ultra-nationalists who are demand-! 
ing the return of Hong Kong turned 
their fire on the great airport which 
the British are building at nearby 
Pingshan. 

Chinese farmers on the site of 
the new airfield are angrily protest¬ 
ing that the British have no right to 
make them move, since the land is 
actually Chinese although leased to 
Britain in 1898 for 99 years. 

Their complaints are echoed by 
most of the population of Hong Kong, 
and by Nationalists throughout China 
who are already agitating for return 
to China of the British colony. Some 
intellectuals charge the new airport 
will menace China’s security. 

The Pingshan district is a rural 
tract adjacent to Hong Kong, ap¬ 
proximately eight square miles in 
area, and inhabited by some 14,000 
people, mostly farmers. 

Several thousand workers, includ¬ 
ing a complete wing of the Royal 
Air Force, are now busy plowing un¬ 
der, grading, leveling and pouring 
concrete for the 2,000 yard runways 
which are tentatively scheduled for 
completion by the end of 1946. The 
British consider this an ideal site for 
a modern, international airfield. 

Local farmers complain, however, 
that the British arc underpaying 
them for their crops and land, and 
are squeezing recalcitrants by cutting 
off their irrigation water. 


. The British say they are giving dis¬ 
possessed Chinese farmers equivalent 
| tracts of land, which the farmers-will 
' in most cases own instead of work- 
1 ing as tenants as at present. They 
say they will compensate the farm¬ 
ers for any .losses. 

But behind the immediate issues at 
Pingshan looms the gathering force 
of Chinese nationalism, which may 
iYiduce the government to make 
' formal demands for Hong Kong and | 
i possibly also Macao, a Portuguese j 
i colony. 

In recent student demonstrations 
j protesting Russian activities in Man¬ 
churia, the cry of "return Hong Kong 
and Macao” was frequently heard. 
Even some authoritative British 
circles believe that Hong Kong, at 
‘ least, will revert to Chinese sov-1 
i ereignty in the not too distant fu¬ 
ture. 

These British circles suggest a 
j possible compromise under which Bri¬ 
tish administration would be eventu¬ 
ally replaced by a joint Chinese-Bri- 
; tish government. They believe this 
! is the only way Britain can hope to 
retain a hold on this vital far east- i 
i ern port in the face of rising world

Judging from a statement made 
by our Board of Trade secretary

Further steps tightening up di¬ 
rectives to manufacturers of men’s 
and boys’ shirts have been taken 
by the Prices Board to help allev¬

Cit¬ 
izens should require little urging 
to support this undertaking. 

SERVICES RENDERED BY

MUCH BETTER UNDERSTOOD

In this week’s issue of The 
Statesman appears the first adver¬ 
tisement in the new 1946 institu¬ 
tional advertising campaign put be¬ 
fore the public in behalf of the 
Chartered Banks. It is now getting 
oh for ten years since the Char¬ 
tered Banks instituted a Public Re¬ 
lations Department, and during 
eight of nine of those ten years the 
banks appear to have acted upon 
the sound assumption that the best 
way to hold the proud place they 
occupy in this nation’s economy is 
by means of an informed public 
opinion. Each year a strong adver¬ 
tising campaign has been carried 
on by the bankers in which not 
only the daily newspaper is used, 
but in which the unique influence 
of the weekly newspaper is fully 
recognized. These advertisements 
deal with the services that banks 
perform so well under our system 
of free enterprise, and appear in 
a very wide range of weekly news¬ 
papers. 

It is a fact that at least the vast 
population served by the weekly 
newspapers have become much bet¬ 
ter informed about the banking 
system through these advertise¬ 
ments over the last eight to nine 
years. Ill-informed criticism of the 
hanks which formerly was very 
widespread has diminished to a de¬ 
gree which is little short of spec¬ 
tacular. Popular understanding is 
much more manifest. We think it 
is due to the intelligence with which 
the bankers have approached their 
problem and the skill with which 
the facts about banking have been 
presented in these advertising cam¬ 
paigns. The new campaign will be 
welcomed by the public. It looks 
like a telling piece of work.

Increased supplies of fabrics are 
being made available to shirt man¬ 
ufacturers out of quotas received 
from the United States.

First half of the 10-pound allot¬ 
ment of sugar for canning is due 
in May, according to the ration ad¬ 
ministration of the Prices Board. 
Sugar-preserves coupons S8 to S12 
inclusive will be valid on May 2 
for the purchase of five pounds of 
sugar for canning. On July 4 sugar- 
preserves coupons S17 to S21 in¬ 
clusive will be declared valid for 
the purchase of the Last five pounds 
of sugar for home preserving pur¬ 
poses. 

Sugar-preserves coupons for can¬ 
ning purposes will be valid in addi¬ 
tion to two regular S coupons valid 
monthly during May, June and July, 
the Prices Board states.

Fernie Dickson’s 
Wings Given To 
Parents 



Operational wings won by Sgt. 
Alexander Fernie Dickson, 26, who 
was killed in Belgium in 1941, have 
been received from Ottawa by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Dickson, 1705 Beach Ave., Van¬ 
couver, B.C. Sgt. Dickson, rear gun¬ 
ner, who enlisted in Vancouver in 
1940, wos attached to the RAF. 

The Ottawa letter reads: 

“Dear Mrs. Dickson: 

It is a privelege to have the op¬ 
portunity of sending you the opera¬ 
tional wings and certificate in re¬ 
cognition of the gallant services 
rendered by your son, Sergeant A. 
F. Dickson. 

I realize there is little which may 
be said or done to lesson your sor¬ 
row, but it is my hope that these 
“Wings” indicative of operations 
against the enemy, will be a 
treasured memento of a young life 
offered on the altar of freedom in 
defense of home and country.” 

Flt.-LT. Howard B. “Eddie” 
Carro, of Kent, pilot of the plane 
in which Sgt. Dickson lost his life, 
wrote to Mrs. Dickson describing 
her son as a “fearless gunner.” Flt- 
Lt. Carroll, himself, was killed 
during a flight last December and 
will be buried alongside Sgt. Dick¬ 
son in a Belgium airfield, two miles 
from St. Tronds. 

Ed.’s Note: Mr. and Mrs. Dck- 
son resided for many years in Cole¬ 
man and their son, Fernie, and 
daughter, Mrs. Robert Bell, of Sec¬ 
ond street east, attended the local 
schools. Fernie accmpanied his par- 
enst when they left Coleman to go 
into business at the west coast.

WORKER CASUALTIES HEAVY 
IN ALBERTA 

During 1945 there was a casualty 
every eight minutes each working 
day, with a fatality every 37 hours. 


A total of 19,154 workmen were in¬ 
jured, 67 of them killed. These 
figures do not include farm or “off 
the job” accidents. In 1944 the time 
lost in Alberta by workmen injured 
in industry was approximately two 
hundred and fifty-eight thousand 
days, or 861 years, not counting 
holidays. Compensation was paid in 
approximately 18,500 cases. The 
gravity of the situation can hardly 
be overemphasized.
